House  of  Rktkesestatives 

Monday,  May  15. 

This  day  the  Houfe  of  Representa- 
tives met,  agreeable  to  the  la-.e  pro- 
clamation of  the  Prebdent.v  After 
fome  time,  Mr.  Beckley  (clerk  to  the 
late  houfe)  rofe  and  obferved  that 
as  feveuty  members  were  prefent,  the 
houfe  had  formed  a  quorum. 

Mr.  W.Smith  (S.C.)then  propofed 
y  that  the  houfe  mould  proceed  to  the 
choice  of  a  Speaker,  ballots  were  ac- 
cordingly prepared.  Mr.  W  Smiih 
and  Mr.  Livingfton  were  chofen  tel- 
lers. The  votes  bein^  collected,  were 
as  follows, viz. 

Mr.  Dayton  7s, 
Mr.  Dent  I, 
Mr.  Baldwin  r, 

The  new  Speaker  (Mr.  Dayton) 
then  thanhed  the  houfe  for  this  re- 
newed initance  of  attention  and  con- 
fidence. He  hoped  he  ihouid  meet 
with  the  fame  uniform  ailiftance  that 
he  had  on  a  former  occahon  to  enable 
him  to  go  through  the  arduous  duties 
of  his  office,  and  which,  without  fup- 
port,  his  utmoit  efforts  could  not  have 
maintained. 

It  was  then  propofed  that  the  houfe 
Jhould  piocee  I  to  the  choice  of  a  cleric. 
The  Speaker  read,  from  the  Journals 
oflalttongrefs,  the  following  rule.— 
«'  In  all  cafes,  where  others  than 
sneuibers  of  the  houfe  are  elligible, 
there  mail  be  a  previous  Dominati- 
on;" He  confidered  this  rule  as  vir- 
tually in  force,  till  the  houfe  mould 
proceed  to  the  choice  of  new  rules. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  objected  to  the  mode 
of  nomination.  He  mentioned  feveral 
reafons  for  feeing  nothing  binding  in 
tins  rule. 

Mr.  Giles  argued  for  obferving  it. 
By  this  means,  gentlemen  would  have 
an  opportunity  of  bringing  forward 
What  they  had  10  fay  in  tavour  of  each 
candidate.  New  members,  from  di- 
ll ant  paf*3  of  the  Union,  could  not  be 
inppofed  to  be  acquainted  very  well 
v.ith  the  merits  of  refpective  candi- 
dates. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  (S.  C.)  and  Mr. 
Thatcher  both  oppoled  the  mode  of 
nomination.  They-did  not  fee  that 
the  honfe  had  any  thing  to  do  with 
the  former  rules.  They  faw  n«  rea- 
fon  why  gentlemen  Ihouid  be  anxious 
to  fupport  it.  Mr.  Thatcher  never 
knew  it  obferved,  but  in  the  election 
of  chaplains. 

Mr.  Williams  was  on  the  fame  fide 
of  the  quellion. 

Mr.  Claiborne  was  perfectly  clear 
that  their  ihouid  be  a  previous  nomi- 
nation. 

The  Speaker  was  tlien  for  patting 
the  queltion,  whether  the  election 
ihouid  be  made  by  billot  without  no- 
mination, when  Mr.  W.  Smith  again 
rofe,  and  laid  that  the  bed  way  would 
be  to  puc  this  querlion,  lhall  the  houfe 
jig w  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Cl?rlc  ?  He  faw  no  ufe  for  nomina- 
ting, becaufe  new  members  would 
have  no  time  for  enquiring  into  the 
meiit  of  the  refpective  candidates 
■who  might  be  named.  This  rendered 
the  previous  nomination  of  no  ufe, 
tittc  being  no  time  to  enquire  about 
the  characters  of  candidates. 

Mr.  Macon  faid  that,  laft  fefiion, 
thm  houfe  acted  under  this  rule,  in 
tfle  choice  of  a  fergeanf,  and  other  of- 
ficers. 

Mr.  Gile3  obferved  that,  by  propo- 
finga  previous  nomination,  he  die  not 
mean  c->  caufe  any  delay,  but  only 
that  gentlemen  mould  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  difcufiin-v  the  qualifications 
of  the  candidates,  and  their  relpecr- 
ive  titles  to  confidence.  However,  he 
did  not  much  care  in  what  way  the 
queltion  of  nomination  went. 

Mr.  Thatcher  faw  no  harm  in  de- 
laying the  election,  even  if  a  nomi- 
na>ion  were  made,  becaute  in  the 
anean  time  the  former  clerk  was,  by 
a  (landing  rule,  confidered  as  t lerk 
of  the  houfe  till  a  choice  couid  be 
anade. 

"The  houfe  then  pafled  in  the  affir- 
mative the  motion  of  Mr.  W  Smith, 
and  proceeded  to  ballot  without  a 
previous  nomination. — The  vote*

Air.  Sirgreaves  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee ihouid  be  appointed  in  cor  - 
junction  with  one  from  the  Senate,  to 
wait  on  the  Frefident  and  inform  him 
that  the  rwohoufes  were  ready  to  re- 
ceive any  communications  that  he 
might  be difpofed  to  make.
